The strange creatures 
and 
object* 
which abound in them can almost al­ 
l a y s be traced to some idea or emo­ 
tion. 
which 
is represented in the 
dream by a figure whose connection

dream s have been well m m p ared to

Almost all scientific authorities on 
the subject agree with Freud in re­ 
garding the figures in dream s as 
symbolic of thoughts

Freud s 
position in assigning a single cause 
to all dream s is regarded by many 
as too radical, 
Most 
Investigators 
do not go so far 
They are willing 
to see a hidden or forgotten wish or 
desire as the cause of some dreams. 
but not of all. 
Professor Freud has. 
however, made a lasting name by his 
work in this line, and he is recogniz­ 
ed as the chief figure in the new 
field. 
By means of hts interpreta­ 
tions of dreams b* has been able to 
understand and ’cure many of the 
more obscure forms of nervous and 
mental trouble 
Hi* work is hence 
particularly associated with dream* 
in more or less morbid people 
The sleeping line of all perfectly 
healthy and normal people, however. 
is also full of dreams 
Some a u th o r­ 
ities go so far a* to say th at we 
dream all the time we are asleep.

we awake after a night of

In a dream, the mind is making a 
wild effort to explain logically what 
it does not understand, to tak e the 
distorted messages that come to it J 
through the sleeping senses, and the 
fragments of memory that arise in 
the sleeping brain and make them • 
into a reasonable whole.

are cut off from use by sleep.

an explanation does away with man* 
of the old beliefs in the supernatural 
element in dream s— their prophecies, 
their inspirations, their explanations 
of 
mysteries that 
would 
be inex­ 
plicable to the waking mind.
